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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the length of the abstract is too long. 
The abstract has been amended by Examiner's Amendment as set forth below to meet the length 
requirements of the abstract. MPEP608. 01(b). 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

3. The application has been amended as follows: 

4. In the specification, line 1, after the title insert —This application is a division of U.S. 
Serial No. 09/966,215 filed September 28, 2001, abandoned.- 

5. Delete the abstract and insert - A silica layer is provided which is usable as a low 
refractive index layer undergoing no change in its refractive index. Further, a silica layer is 
provided which is highly productive and usable as a medium or high refractive index layer 
undergoing neither reduction in transmittance nor change in spectral colors. Still further, an 
antireflection film using these silica layers is provided.- 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 5-7 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art while teaching that SiO x C y can be used as a layer on a substrate as an 
antireflective film having a refractive index as exemplified by Applicant, it does not teach or 
suggest the compositional limitations of the SiO x /a/dC y /b/ e in relation to the x/a/d and y/b/e 
subscripts for the oxygen and carbon components, respectively, of the silicon oxynitride film in 
conjunction with a particular refractive index. The prior art of record also does not teach or 
suggest the silicon oxynitride layer structure as claimed by Applicant.
